In just a few days the city of 
Memphis, Tennessee could very 
deservingly be called for the first 
two weeks of November the city 
of Saints. Almost every motel 
and hotel there _ will be 
registering people from all over 
the world who have come to 
witness the greatest pentecostal 
gathering in Black History. Many 
will be experiencing for: the first 
time a continuous (24) 
twenty-four hour Gospel Feast. 
Hundreds of the most able and 
talented leaders of our church 
will be coming together to 
combine their gifts in a united 
effort for Christ. Over 20,000 
delegates from every corner of 
the globe will spend well over 3 
million dollars in the city of 
Memphis to enjoy one of the 
greatest gospel feast of our time, 
since the outpouring of the holy 
spirit on the day of Pentecost. 
Many, if not most, of these 
delegates will be coming at a 
great sacrifice. I know of several 
who will be using their car and 
house payments just to enjoy a 
few days of this annual event. 
Why? 


What is it about this occasion 
that draws more people than 
many sports events do_ to 
Madison Square Garden in New 
York? How is it this event 
attracts more to Memphis than 
the academy award nominations 
do in California? Is it because of 
the preaching? Do people travel 
this far and make these kind of 
sacrifices because they like good 
preaching? Is it maybe because 
of the singing? I think not: 
although some services seem 
more like a musical than a 
worship. experience. Why then 
do so many thousands of people 
assemble on that small plot of 
ground each year on Mason 
Street. What is the main 
attraction? 


To best answer this question I 
would need to try explaining the 
spiritual impact the first national 
meeting I ever attended had on 
my life. I would also need to 
explain how lonely and hungry a 
Saint can be for real christian 
companionship and fellowship, 
Whose new life in Christ has 
made the daily associations he 
once knew in the world of no 
meaningful value to him any 
more. Because of my _ strict 


religious upbringing the usual 
associations one would find 
during a normal childhood in 
school, youth center, and other 
secular institutions were only 
partially rewarding forme. — 


This was mainly because my 
strict home environment 
prohibited me from sharing 
certain social outlets with my 
other peers that would have 
satisfied my social need, such as 
school dances, movies, etc. 


I missed for many years the 
feeling of completely belonging 
until my parents. started 
providing opportunities for rich 
christian fellowship by taking 
me to the many state and 
national conventions where this 
kind of rewarding experience 
can only be found. 

There is an exceptionally unique 
companionship one finds in the 
kind of christian fellowship one 
encounters in national meetings 
such as our convocation in 
November. A _ politician is 
happiest in a political society, an 
athlete is happiest in a sports 
society, and sure enough a saint 
will find the joy of his salvation 
in the society of Saints. And the 
national convocation of the 
Church of God in Christ 
provides the greatest privilege 
and opportunity of christian 
love and acceptance for its 
members. So in my opinion the 
main attraction of this meeting 
is not only the preaching and 
singing but the keen sense of 
belonging and acceptance. This 
gathering of baptized believers 
provides. And finally in my 
opinion, the worse sin that can 
be committed in a_ national 
meeting like this is for one saint 
to make another feel unwanted 
and unloved.

No longer will Saturday 
and Sunday be under those 
crowded conditions, instead the 
services will be held in the 
spacious Cook Convention 
Center which seats _ several 
thousand more than_ the 
Mid-south Coliseum. Will this be 
large enough, many members 
doubt it. Years ago the founder, 
Bishop Charles Harrison Mason, 
prophesied that if he did God’s 
will there would never be room 
enough to seat the people, so far 
this has been true. The Church 
of God in Christ is the second 
largest pentecostal group in the 
United States. At first, Mason 
Temple was large enough to seat 
this massive delegation. 
However, since its founding in 
1906, the Church has grown

THE TITHING SYSTEM: ITS ORIGIN AND FUNCTION 


Needless to say, tithing is one of 
the most talked-about subjects 
in the Church of God in Christ 
community today. In some areas 
there is more being said on the 
subject of tithing than is being 
said on the subject of personal 
salvation. While there is a great 
need for personal salvation, 
there is also a great need for a 
genuine biblical understanding 
of tithing, and the role and 
function the system has played 
and served in the history of 
religions. In a number of my 
previous articles published in 
“The Whole Truth” I have dealt 
with topics that, hopefully, shed 
additional insights on matters of 
great concern. Those articles 
were intended to generate 
theological dialogue between 
interested person’s and myself 
on topics of relevancy and 
meaning in the C. O. G. I. C. 
community. But the purpose of 
this article is to merely reflect 
upon the tithing system as it has 
developed in the history of the 
Jewish way of life (Judaism) to 


see if we can arrive at a positive 
biblical basis on which tithe may 
be effectively collected and 
properly utilized. I might add 
that this article is not intended 
to be a response to anyone’s 
individual or personal question; 
it does not attempt to be the 
official position of the Church 
(as this can only be done by The 
General Assembly), it is only an 
attempt to initiate serious 
dialogue on the subject between 
interested persons and the bible. 
It is that goal that we hope to 
achieve. 


Tithe is a word that seems to be 
of Anglo-Saxon origin which 
means “‘the-tenth.’’ Its definite 
significance is related to religious 
purposes. It has special reference 
to the giving of one-tenth of the 
individual’s income for religious 
purposes. Let us take some time 
and effort at this point to pursue 
tithing as it has developed in 
history and how it was 
eventually worked into the vital 
Christian doctrine of

stewardship. 


It is obvious in the study of the 
bible that it presents a number 
of ideas and concepts that were 
much older than the Hebrew 
people. The idea of animal 
sacrifices and offerings. The 
concept of giving to the gods 
certain of your possessions to 
appease their anger and to secure 
their favor are concepts much 
older than the Jewish people. If 
we began with the Egyptian 
culture we will find that it is 
historically verifiable that the 
Egyptians had a _ highly 
sophisticated system of giving 
offerings and tithes before the 


Hebrews had any contact with 


them during the 18th century B. 
C. To support their temples, the 
Egyptians set apart a tenth of 
the slaves, cattle and, precious 
metals. (Money in most cases) 
for the service of the gods. 
Tithing was not only practiced 
in Egypt, it was also practiced in 
Babylonia, Arabia, and Ethiopia. 
In Babylonia, tithing was 
instituted to support the temple 
worship and they were to be 


paid on the produce of the land. 


The Arabians and Ethiopians 
paid tithes to the gods (really to 
a person or _ priest) which 
consisted of frankincense and 
cinnamon. 


For the sake of historical 
progression, let us turn briefly to 
the question of tithing among 
the Greeks. The earliest 
references to tithing among the

nis ee es R. L. Fidler 


Greeks were at least thirteen 
centuries before the birth of 
Jesus. It is said by the Greeks 
that after Hercules had found his 
oxen which were stolen by 
Cacus, he dedicated an altar at 
Rome and requested the people 
to consecrate their tithes there 
before the gods. Clement of 
Alexandria makes mention of 
the time before images were 
invented that there were at 
Delphi holy pillars on which the 
people hung their tithes. Cimon, 
and Athenian General, who 
defeated the Persians in battle 
five hundred years before the 
birth of Jesus, took out the 
tenth of the spoils and dedicated 
them to the gods. 
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Herodotus, the first historian, 
who traveled widely and who 
knew the religious customs of 
many nations, vividly points out 
the universalistic scope of 
tithing. Thus, tithing was widely 
practiced as a means of 
thanksgiving to the gods for the 
blessings they had bestowed 
upon them. This view was so 
much a part of their beliefs that 
it was considered sacrilege to 
keep the tithes and to use them 
for any other purpose except for 
that of the gods.

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PAUL USUAGE OF JUSTIFICATION 

by 

Martin Luther Johnson 
Part V 


JUSTIFICATION AND 
SALVATION AS A 
PRESENT REALITY 


For Paul, the most significant 
aspect of the Jesus of history 
was his death while the most 
significant aspect of the Christ 
of faith was his resurrection and 
exaltation. Thus, the occurrence 
of divine salvation rests in the 
resurrection of Jesus. It is 
obvious that these concepts 
reflect the perpetuation of the 
tradition of the earliest Christian 
community by which Paul was 
influenced (I Cor. 15:1-4). It 
may rightly be said of Pauline 
thought that the salvation of the 
sinner depends solely upon the 
finished work of Jesus. The 
eternal question that was asked 
by the jailor at Philippi: ‘““What 
must I do to be saved’, is a 
question which seeks to find out 
how I may be saved now 
(presently) with implications of 
futuristic salvation. 


Central in the Pauline doctrine 


of justification, and salvation is 
the idea (as in Johannine 
thought) that eternal life or life 
everlasting begins in the present. 
He indicates that the person who 
has accepted God’s act of 
justification is really transferred 
into the reality of the time of 
final salvation. While Paul is 
strongly oppossed to works as a 
merit of salvation, he does feel 
that one should work because he 
has been justified. Hence, he 
says: ‘Work out your own 
salvation...” (Phil. 2:13). The 
justified person has really been 
set free to slavery. He has been 
freed from one master and is 
thus the slave to Him who has 
set him free. Though 
paradoxical, you are now free to 
be the property of the redeemer. 


For one to escape a return to 
his former flesh-ruled state, he 
must always remember that he is 
the mere creature and that God 
is the Creator. To do differently 
is death (Rom. 6:23).

WHY WE MUST SEPARATE (SERMON 
PRINTED BY WHOLE TRUTH IN 1906) 


The lodge says, ‘Is any sick? 
let him call for the sick 
committee, (if his dues are 
paid up) and we will get a 
doctor.” No glory for God. 
No provision to get rid of 
sin. An entire trust in the 
flesh. How can a Bible 
Christian be joined to such a 
faith-dishonoring way? 


God wants everything done so 
that He will get the glory. 
How can we follow a way 
that fails to give Him the 
glory. 


And the denominations follow a 
similar course of procedure 
without giving to the people the 
help the lodges give; for they 
pay no nurse and no doctor’s 


bill. No wonder lodge men say 
the lodge does more good than 
the church. What a dishonor to 
Jesus who. established the 
church. Somebody has found 
something to beat it! 


But they look at the wrong 
church. These selfish 
denominational organizations 
are not  Christ’s churches. 
Christ’s churches are indwelt by 
His Spirit and clothed with His 
power. The gates of sin and 
death do not prevail against 
Christ’s churches Christ’s 
churchs are those organizations 
of true believers who are walking 
by faith in His footsteps indwelt 
by His Spirit, and governed by 
His laws; nor are they accepted 
of Him till they are absolutely, 


in heart and spirit, separated 
from the wicked. The church 
must be sanctified and without 
spot or wrinkle; and her wealth 
is not that of bulidings and 
money, but of faith, and her 
power is not of learning and 
members but of the Holy Ghost. 


Let Enoch the true man of God 
glorify his Redeemer by walking 
alone with God. Like Joseph, he 
must for truth and purity’s sake, 
be separated from his brethren. 
Like Elijah he must lean alone 
on Jehovah despite 
compromising’ brethren, 
trembling believers and false 
prophets. Like Paul, he must 
know nothing among men save 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified 
Like Christ, he must be hated, 


despised, crucified. 


If we pay the world to let us off 
easy we will not be persecuted 
for Christ, nor can we give Him 
the highest glory. 


And speaking of caring for 
widows and orphans, God alone 
can really do that. Money has 
often proved a curse and the 
friendship of men a snare. God 
alone can provide for us in such 
manner as to do us the hightest 
good. The children having the 
hardest time make the hardiest 
and most successful men and 
women. “Blessed is the man who 
hath the God of Jacob for his 
help, whose hope is in the Lord 
his God.” Ps. 146:5. Amen. 


words for present salvation is 
Life: ‘‘he who is made 
righteous” (Kummel, declare 
righteous) “through faith shall 
live” (Rom. 1:17). Thus life is a 
past event when the sinner is 
justified, and is a_ present 
experience (each day thereafter) 
so long as the justified person 
maintains a right relation with 
Him who justifies (I Thess. 
5:10). The present experience of 
salvation tends to identify the 
justified person with the 
Christian community. Paul uses 
the term: “in Christ” which 
makes all of us social partners 
who share in a common 
fellowship. “‘In Christ” and ‘‘the 
body of Christ” may reflect a bit 
of Pauline mysticism, but Paul 
would never support the idea of 
total absorption in Christ, as the 
Gnostics would say of their 
gods. Instead, he would support 
the idea of concentration on 
God in Jesus Christ. For Paul, 
man always remained man and 
God always remained God. Paul 
was so sure of true life in Christ 
that he states: “as sin ruled in 
death, grace ruled in 
righteousness to eternal life 
through Jesus...” (Rom. 5:21). 
For Paul, life begins with the 
declaration of righteousness in 
the past and is a present joy, but 
its completion is eschatological. 


WHAT IS MESSIAH? 


Messiah is another assembly of 
the Church of God in Christ. A 
charismatic, pentecostal-holiness 
worship and teaching ministry 
with emphasis on evangelism. 
Messiah is a holiness church 
which preaches and teaches the 
doctrines of the Bible and holds 
the word of God as the one and 
only infallible rule and guide for 
living, 


Messiah is not _ foolishly 
fanatical, nor fridgidly formal. 


However, we are _ fervently 
fundamental, earnestly 
evangelical, and _ purely 


pentecostal. 


Messiah is named for the great 
founder of the Church,-Jesus 
Christ. Messiah means “‘deliverer- 
savior.” Since His blood paid the

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PICTORIAL ON FUNERAL OF MOTHER CORA BERRY 
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LOS ANGELES, CALIF. 


Memorial services were held 
June 23, 1976 at Crouch State 
Temple, Los Angeles, California 
for Mother Cora Agnes Berry, 
the assistant State Mother of 
Southern California, Jurisdiction 
No.1. 


Mother Berry died June 18, at 
her home in Los Angeles, after 
an apparent heart attack, 
according to her husband who 
was with her at the time. She 
had devoted her life to the 
ministry of Jesus Christ, though 
she taught in the Los Angeles 
public school system. 


Highlights of the memorial 
service were vocal and choral 
renditions of her favorite songs: 
“It is Well With My Soul”, “The 
Life Boat is Coming’, “Look 
and Live”, and “I Don’t Know 


About Tomorrow”. During the 
service several speakers including 
the Women’s International 
Supervisor, Mother Mattie 
McGlothen, Mother L. O. Hale, 
Bishop R. Stewart, and Bishop J. 
A. Blake paid tribute to the 
noted religious leader. 


Dr. Berry was born July 30, 
1903 in Rogerville, Tennessee. It 
was while she attended the city’s 
public school that she yearned 
for a better life. At the age of 21 
she married Mr. Henry Berry. 
They had one daughter, Anita 
Jean. 


The family moved to Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania, uniting with the 
Beulah Baptist Church. In 1929 
Mother Berry embraced holiness, 
accepted Christ as her Lord and 
Saviour and received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. . 


She worked with Elder P. L. 
Lockett and was later appointed 
as State Y.P.W.W. Fieldworker 
of Pennsylvania, while working 
with Elder James Wilson of 
Belsuever, Pennsylvania. 


A missionary at heart, a faithful 
stewart of the Lord, she went on 
to help Pastor Charles Beck, 
serving in the radio ministry, 
conducting tent revivals, 
bringing many to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. During her ministry in 
Western Pennsylvania, she 
founded two churches, which 
were later pastored by Elder P. 
L. Lockett, and Elder Leonard 
Jones. 


In 1951 the family moved to 
Los Angeles, California at the 
invitation and under the 


influence of Bishop C. M. 
Crouch. Mother Berry placed her 
membership at the Emmanuel 
COGIC, pastored by Bishop 
Crouch.
